Value of Milk 


Milk, as most mothers know, is the 


most important item in the diet ol 
r'oung children since they will noi 
evelop normally without it. 
Providing a sufficient daily milk 
upply for the baby or small child is 


problem for somn mothers, how- 


ever, particularly since the sinal 
nfant cannot digest raw co»v's molk 
eadily as it forms large tough curds 
n the baby's stomach. Cow s milk 
Iso has a high buffer volue fal- 
calinity) which neutralizes tha gas- 
ric juice and prevents the digestion 
of curd in the stomach. 


Hence for the infant, advised Miss 


Gertrude E. Conant, University of 
Arkansas college of Agriculture, the 
milk must be boiled to form finer 
curds, and acidified with lastic acid 
or lemon juice to make it less al- 
calinc. 


Some children are allergic to cow's 


milk, -but may digest goat's milk 
very readily, the Extension nutrition- 
ist says. Goat's milk has a softer 
curd, and is more easily digested by 
the small child. There is a further 
advantage in that the «oat h; much 
less susceptible to disease than the 
cow, and 
there io not the same 


danger of contracting tuberculosis and 
undulant fiver. When cow's milk is 
boiled or pasteurized, there is no 
danger of contracting these diseases, 
however. 


The flavor of milk is easily affected 


by the cow's feed and also by strong 
flavors with which it may come in 
contcat, consequently, care must be 
taken or the children will refuse to 
drink it. If the child objects to the 
milk 
flavor, 
the extension 
nutrit- 


ionist suggests that fruit juice, syrup 
from canned fruit or chocolate syrup 
be used to disguise the flavor. 


To increase consumption of milk, 


Miss Conant suggests that it be used 
instead of water to cook the break- 
fast cereal, since cooking cereal in 
milk increases the food value and 
also adds a pleasing flavor to the 
cereal.

There is inflation of currency, and 
abundance of cheap money, but due 
to the low gold supply we are cut 
off from foreign goods from U. S. A. 
and such things as nails, wire, sugar, 
aspirin, cotton, cloth, coffee and gro- 
ceries, and many other necessities 
cannot be had. A friend told me that 
it required four police permits for 
him to purchase four pounds of nails. 


A straight line was thought to be 
the shortest distance between two 
points, but if you go sraight from 
San Francisco to Japan it is 5,000 
miles, and if you make a big curve 
away around north and then down 
again.it is 4,000 miles, or just a thou- 
sand miles nearer by going around.

I think that the Premier of Japan 


and most of her people are very anx- 
ious for peace and trade with the U. 
S. A. but newspaper talk and a few 
are trying to stir up trouble with 
the U. S. A. We see how wicked war 
is so let's pray for peace in the 
Orient at least. Japan and the U. S. 
A. need each other in their trade re- 
lations. We laugh and say we have 
made a substitute for silk but Japan 
also has made a substitute for our 
cotton. Let's "do unto others." 


Many of the missionaries are mark- 


ing time and praying for peace and 
for the opertfrig of doors again. It is 
a severe mental strain for all of us. 
Facing such -terrible world condit- 
ions as we do now it behooves every 
Christian to be ever in prayer for 
God's mercy upon this sin-sick world 
and the saving of our remnant of 
Christian civilization. I also ask for 
your prayers for our mission work 
that the dpors again may be opened. 
Be in prayer for Japan and China.
